The plow is used 
only to turn the land, all planting and 
cultivation is done with a hoe. Oxen 
pull the plows, that is, where they are 
used. Many use only the hoe in rais- 
ing a crop. Cattle, hogs, coffee, corn, 
beans, rice and some sugar compose 
the principal industry of these people. 
Meat on the hoof is recognized as their 
money crop, the other articles are used 
primarily for home consumption. 
Cotton Being Planted. 

As the horses brought us over we 
pessed one field that had been laid 
off with a plow. A West Virginian 
who has been traveling through here 
for some 15 years remarked that this 
was the first field that he had seen 
laid off with a plow. The furrows were 
crooked and shallow, but something of 
vast importance was transpiring be- 
fore our eyes—cotton was being plant- 
ed for the first time and the soil was 
rich and black. It is time for the 
spring planting here and the seed 
must soon be in the ground, as heavy 
ominous clouds hang over the round- 
ed hills and the rainy season will 
presently stop all aetivity except the 
rapid growth of all vegetation. 

The house that we are etaying in 
was built about a year ago. It is made 
of adobe—a type of large soft mud 
brick.. The rooms are partitioned off 
with walls of the same material. The 
tile roof that allows the sunlight to 
seep through in many cracks forms 
the only ceiling. The walls are cov- 
ered with a plaster which is eséen- 
tia] in all such constructions to enable 
the “bricks” to withstand the rain. 
The floors are cut from large trees. 
In my room beans are piled high on 
the floor under the bed. or solid cot. 
A kerosene torch supplies light after 
the sun is down.

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CHINA’S FUTURE IN MAKING 

Probably at no time in the 40 
centuries of existence of the Chi- 
nese nation has its future been as 
definitely at stake as it now is 4s 
a result of the prospect that the 
five provinces comprising North 
China will follow the example of 
the three eastern provinces of Man- 
churia and set up an autonomous 
government. 

China has been conquered many 
times, but there has never been an 
attempt to divide it up into sepa- 
rate nations, and, in the long run, 
the passive resistance of the Chi- 
nese people has overcome those 
who for the time being have been 
their masters.

A real doctor, I suppose, would re 
luct to broadcast the theraputic value 
of apples on the ground that it might 
tend to sequestrate him. A newspaper 
doctor is not so tactful. 

Two years ago Dr. B. Hartwich re 
ported in Munchener Medizinische 
Wochenshrift that he had treated 46 
cases of intestinal trouble, 
acute diarrheas, acute enteritis, dysen- 
tery and paratyphoid with raw apple 
diet and this treatment had given ex- 
traordinary satisfaction. The grated 
pulp of ripe, peeled raw apples is 
given as the exclusive nutriment for 
from two to seven days. Patients take 
from a pound to more than three 
pounds of this grated raw apple daily. 
It usually satisfies both hunger and 


thirst, and only occasionally is it nec- 


@ssary to give some tea during the 
night when the patient happens to 
be extremely dehydrated by loss of 


water. The apple — promptly ar- | 
rests the diarrhea and in infectious 
intestinal disorders the harmful 


germs soon disappear. 


In the same journal Dr. Elisabeth 
Urbanitsky, doubtless never dreaming 
I'd blat it to you folks, describes her 
favorable experiences with the Heisler-

I go for apple 
pie without any cinnamon on it an 
for apple sauce without any sugar in 
it, but please excuse me from having 
anything to do with an apple that 
unblushingly comes to table without 
any skin on it.

TAXES FOR CAMPAIGNS 
URGED BY REPUBLICAN 


G. O. P. Treasurer Says. 
Plan Would Take Elec- 
tion Out of Politics. 


MIAMI BEAOH, Fila., Nov. 19.— 
(UP)—George F. Getz, entrusted with 
the task of collecting the money for 
the republican campaign, came for- 
ward tonight with a suggestion that 
national campaign funds be raised by 
taxation. 


His plan, he contended, would take 
the presidential election out of poli- 
tics, so far as finances were involved. 

“Place the election under control of 
the United States Treasury, allot each 
party a certain amount to conduct 
their campaign in the various states 
and give each candidate the same 
chance of election,” urged Getz, who 
is treasurer of the national republican 
party. 

“The funds would be paid from 
taxes,” he explained. “Everyone in 
this country should be paying taxes, 
whether they’re maikng a menial’s sal- 
ary or that of a corporation head.” 


If the campaigns were financed by 
the government, political “favors,” 
such as appointment of heavy contrib- 
utors to ambassadorships, would be 
eliminated, Getz asserted. 

At the present, collecting campaign 
contributions is difficult, Getz said.

SCOTTSBORO HEARING 
SET FOR DECEMBER 16 


First of New Trials Slated 
January 6 Under New 
Court Order. 


DECATUR, Ala., Nov. 19.—(?)— 
Arraignment of the nine negro defend- 
ants in the “Scottsboro case” under 
new indictments charging them with 
attacking two white women was set 
for December 16, today by Judge W. 
W. Callahan, with the frials fixed for 
January 6, 1986. ' 

The dates of the trials were an- 


nounced after Judge Callahan had 
conferred by telephone with Lieuten- 
ant Governor Thomas E. Knight Jr. 
retained by the state as special prose* 
cutor in the case that has been in the 
Alabama courts since 1931. 


The new indictments, returned at 
Scottsboro last week by a grand jury 
that included one negro, Greed Con- 
yers, charge each of the defendants 
with participating in alleged mass at- 
tacks on Mrs. Victoria Price and Ruby 
—— in Jackson county March 25, 

Lieutenant Governor Knight said in 
Montgomery on announcement of the 
dates, that Judge Callahan had agreed 
to postpone the trials in event a spe- 
cial session of the legislature was 
called before they were finished. 

Governor Bibb Graves recently an- 
nounced he would call the legislature 
into special session early next year, 
and it generally is believed in official 
circles the call will be for January 14. 

This, Knight said, would permit one 


trial at least, before he must return 
to Montgomery to preside over the 
senate in his capacity as lieutenant 
governor. 

The new indictments were necessi- 
tated, if the negroes were to be 
brought to trial again, by a decision 
of the United States supreme court 
which last spring held in the case of 
Clarence Norris, then under death sen- 
tence, that negroes were “systemati- 
cally excluded” from grand and trial 
juries in Jackson and Morgan coun- 
ties. 


Under Alabama procedure, the cases 
automatically revert from Jackson 
county to Morgan county, on reindict- 
ment, under a change of venue grant- 
ed in March, 1933. 


Norris was tried and convicted here 
in December, 1933, the week following 
the conviction and death sentence of 
Haywood Paterson. 

Further trials then were postponed 
on motion of Samuel 8S. Leibowitz, 
chief counsel for the negroes, who held 
further proceedings were useless until 
the United States supreme court re- 
view the constitutional question 
raised.

“IT am quite sure the committee, 
which framed the resolution at the re- 
cent meeting of the First District 
Press Association, while in session at 
Statesboro, did not have all the facts 
before it when the three worthy gen- 
tlemen wrote this reference to us; in 
fact. they can feel no more interest- 
ed in correcting the inferences con- 
tained in the first edition of the so- 
called Georgian analysis than we are. 

“Possibly. our last communication 
to The Forum, our official publication, 
to be issued within a day or two, gives 
our views in a manner especially sig- 
nificant in view of the action taken 
at Statesboro. As written a week be- 
fore the Statesboro meeting. here are 
our views on this unfortunate matter: 

“*A whole lot is being said by a 
number of Georgia publishers about 


Georgian. 

“*The writer was called into confer- 
ence by Herbert Porter and W. R. 
Kirkpatrick, ranking officials of The 
Georgian, and asked to look over the 
survey, and to criticize it, if there 
were room for criticism. 

“In our opinion, there was room 
for criticism, because the Georgian 
survey went too far in its inclusion 
of ‘rural Georgia,’ when it said that 
‘rural Georgia is virtually worthless 
as a market for branded merchan- 
dise." 

“*We frankly said we could not 
agree with the Georgian in its claims 
about ‘rural Georgia.’ and urged Mes- 
ers. Porter and Kirkpatrick to see 
that important changes were made in 
their survey. 

“*While contending that their sur- 
vey had been misunderstood, and that 
they had no idea of saying such things 
about the average Georgia community. 
Messrs. Porter and Kirkpatrick agreed 
to make the changes suggested and we 
believe they will do that very thing. 

“*As we view the situation. we be- 
lieve this is a proper conclusion:

“*“The revisions in the Georgian’s 
analysis of the Georgia market, about 
which we wrote you last week. are 
nearly complete. A_ finsg statement 
on the subject, which we hope will 
clear up any misunderstanding, will 
be sent you in the next few days.” 

““*And, so-0-0-0-0o—if the Georgian 
makes the changes, and more clearly 
defines what they mean by “rural 
Georgia,” then we will consider it a 
calf of a different color—and, if it 
does not, that, too, will be another 
sfory. 

“*We are glad this controversy 
started—it has made a number of us 
more conscious of possibilities lying 
out before us, as publishers of rural 
papers, and proven again we must 
keep on our toes, and be ever vigilant 
in looking after our interests. No one 
else will do it for us.” 

“The above statement should speak 
for itself. Being a rural, or country 
publisher ourselves, no one could be 
more vitally concerned in such a mat- 
ter.. We have tried to handle the con-
